WASHINGTON, Aug. 16 (AP)— 
John L. Lewis, in the midst of 
bargaining for a new coal wage 
contract, today ordered his miners 


out of the pits for a 10-day; 


“memorial” work stoppage at the 
end of this month. 

Nothing was said in the an- 
noun nt to relate the move to 
the ne fons, but Lewis custo- 
marily uses the  contract-per- 
mitted mourning period in con- 
nection with new contract talks. 
Officially the purpose is com- 
memoration of the casualties of 
mining disasters. 

The designated period, an- 
nounced in the United Mine 
Workers journal, is Aug. 23 to 
Sept. 1, inclusive. Aug. 23 falls 
on a Saturday when the miners 
customarily do not. work. Sept 1 
is Labor day, Thus the stoppage 
will involve only five normal 
working days. 

Contract to End Sept. 30. 

Lewis has given notice that the 
present coal mine wage contract 
will expire Sept. 30. 

While the selected dates put no 
direct pressure on the contract 
talks, they nevertheless will serve 
to’ emphasize what will happen if 
the negotiations do not produce 
agreement. 

The stoppage will serve also 
to reduce the stockpile of coal 
above ground, now about 84 days’ 
supply. About 400,000 soft coal 
miners and 75,000 in the hard 
coal pits will be affected. 

Lewis’s announcement specified 
only that production of coal will 
cease. It said other necessary 
work, which would include 
maintenance of the mines, will 
go on. 

The notice to miners, operators 
and state and federal authorities 
laid stress on the circumstance 
that “less than eight months have 
elapsed since the nation was 
shocked by the unnecessary Yule- 
tide horror of the West Frank- 
fort (Ill.) mine disaster.” 


Memory of 119 Deaths. _ 
Recalling the auth toll of 119, 
the announcement went on: 

“In the wake of this economic 
massacre are the bereaved wid- 
ows, the helpless orphans, the 
broken homes, the stricken com- 
munities, accompanied by grind- 
ing poverty, broken life’s dreams 
and the crushing weight of hu- 
man sorrow. 

“Death continues its ravages in 
the coal industry. Since Dec. 23 
of 1951 and through July 31, 
1952, three hundred thirty-four 
miners have been killed and ap- 
proximately 20,040 mine workers 
have been maimed, 

“During the same brief period 
federal mine inspection records 
reveal a total of 52,256 violations 
by mine management of safety 


provisions of the federal mining 


code. Of this number, 29,007 
were repeat violations. As of 
July 31, 1952, there existed 37,- 
387 uncorrected violations of the 
federal mining code. 


‘An Appalling Record.’ 

“This ig an appalling record, 
emphasizing negligence and dis- 
regard of human life by mining 
companies, and in many instances 
approximates cruel intent. 

“It cries aloud for redress by 
those who are sufficiently fortu- 
nate to remain alive and un- 
maimed in this savage industry.” 

Lewis said the approaching 
autumn, with its customary sharp 
fluctuations of barometric pres- 
sure, will be a period of greater 
peril in the mines. He suggested 
that the memorial period, when 
most of the coal diggers are out 
of the pits, would be a proper 
time to put the mines in proper 
safety condition. He offered work 
crews for any such projects.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Aug. 16

rich-quick operations of Luiz 
Felipe De Alburquerque Melo, 
a fabulous financier who has left 
ee of creditors holding the 
ag. « 

Newspapers estimated the Air 
Force reserve lieutenant has from 
$4,000,000 to $10,000,000 outstand- 
ing in promissory notes and post- 
dated checks. 

Felipe announced Tuesday in 
his recently acquired newspaper, 
Diario do Rio, that he was 
forced to suspend all business op- 
erations for reasons beyond his 
control. He advised creditors to 
remain calm and promised every- 
body would be paid. Then, leay- 
ing a secretary in charge, he 
moved from his usual residence. 

The lieutenant has been a sen- 
sation in financial circles and the 
used car “business for almost two 
years. To get quick cash, he 
bought cars above the market 
price and sold at or below the 
market level. But he bought on 
the installment plan and sold for 
cash. 

‘He paid friends, relatives and 
others from whom he borrowed 
20 to 25 per cent a month inter- 
est. His reported holdings in- 
clude real estate, taxicab, fleets, 
two ships, four taxi planes, and 
a controlling share in a Brazil- 
Europe export and import com- 
pany. 


NO ‘YOUR HIGHNESS’ STUFF 
AT BIRTHDAY OF PRINCESS, 2 


LONDON, Aug. 16 (AP)—Queen 
Elizabeth insists that as nearly as 
possible her children shall be 
raised as average children in a 
good British home. There is no 
nonsense, as there used to be in 
royal families, such as curtsying 
to babies or calling them “your 
highness.” 

So at the little birthday party 
yesterday at Balmoral, Princess 
Anne, who is 2 years old, was 
called “Anne” by all, including 
the royal family servants. 

There were gifts from her par- 
ents, her 43-year-old brother 
Charles and from her grandmoth- 
er, and great-grandmother, the 
queens Elizabeth and Mary. Flags 
flew in London in honor of the 
child who is second in succession 
to the British throne.

MOST OF MAYOR'S 
FINANCE GROUP 
FOR EARNINGS TAX 


Committee as a Whole 
Undecided, However, 
on Offering Temporary 
Expedient.

Expressions in favor of the en- 
actment of an earnings tax as a 
temporary measure to carry the 
city through its present financial 
emergency were voiced yesterday 
by members of the Citizens’ Fi- 
nance Committee, appointed by 
Mayor Joseph M. Darst to find a 
long-range solution to municipal 
revenue problems, 


‘Although the committee de- 
cided to make no recommenda- 
tion as a group at this time, most 
of its members said they thought 
the earnings tax should be levied 
until a permanent revenue pro- 
gram is adopted. 

When the group met at City 
Hall, Mayor Darst outlined his 
desire to have it make a com- 
plete study of city financing and 
to develop a program for the 
future. 


Mayor’s Instructions, 

“The city is now taxing up to 
the limit of the law-on real es- 
tate,” he said, “and I believe that 
real estate is already paying an 
adequate share of the tax burden. 

“Neither have I ever been ali- 
out for an earnings tax but I had 
to go out for it as a last resort. 
We have gone through several 
financial crises by transferring 
funds and now have reached the 
bottom of the barrel and can’t 
do that anymore.” 

Saying that he believed the 
earnings tax would be enactedl 
by the Board of Aldermen when 
it reconvenes on Aug. 27, he 
added he considered that only as 
a temporary relief measure, and 
not a permanent revenue meas- 
ure, 

“TI do not feel that this com- 
mittee should concern itself with 
a temporary plan,” he added; “but 
should seek to find a sound 
means for fihancing the city in 
the future.” 


State Law May Be Needed. 

Such a plan would require new 
state legislation, the Mayor be- 
lieves, and he urged the group 
to attempt to finish its work by 
January so that a complete pro- 
gram for financing the city could 
be presented to the Legislature. 

Some of the committee mem- 
bers, already familiar with city 
fiscal problems because of earlier 
service on similar groups or on 
the Board of Freeholders which 
proposed a new charter two years 
ago, said they thought the new 
group should recommend adop- 
tion of the earnings tax in the 
existing emergency, 

Others, although individually 
favoring the earnings tax as a 
temporary measure, said they 
thought the committee should not 
propose temporary expedients. No 
decision was reached at yester- 
day’s meeting but the matter will 
be discussed again. 


‘Mr. Republican,’ an Elephant, Fails

Fair officials at first refused

to recognize the entry, but Jack 
Hackethorn, public relations di- 
rector for the M.F.A., produced a 
receipt from the fair.and would 
not withdraw until a refund was 
made. 

“No mention of returning our 
entry fee has been made up to 
now,” said Hackethorn, “and we 
intend to run the elephant if he 
arrives on time,”

Eisenhower's running mate, 
Senator ARichard Nixon of Cali- 
fornia, told reporters yesterday 
that “Gen, Eisenhower will wel-

time he can.” 

Nixon hinted at the strategy to 
be used in wooing the labor vote. 
He was discussing the indorse- 
ment by the CIO executive board 
of Gov. Adlai Stevenson of Illi- 
nois, the Democratic nominee. 

“While the leadership of the 
CIO has indorsed Gov. Stévenson, 
it will be a different thing as 
far as the rank and file is con- 
cerned,” Nixon declaréd. “I do 
not think Jack Kroll and the top 
political leaders in the CIO can 
deliver the CIO vote.” Kroll is 
head of the CIO’s Political Action 
Committee. 


Won't Write Off Labor Vote. 

Nixon said he had discussed 
the matter with Eisenhower and 
added, “We are not going to write 
off the labor vote.” 

While he was here during mid- 
week, Harold E. Stassen said a 
top labor leader, whom he did 
not identify, would announce 
support of Eisenhower. Stassen, 
who was a candidate for the 
G.O.P. nomination, said the man 
also predicted Eisenhower would 
receive half the vote of organized 
labor. 

Stassen would neither confirm 
nor deny reports he would serve 
as a liaison man between Eisen- 
hower headquarters and labor, 
but he did say.he has talked with 
representatives of labor since the 
national G.O.P. convention. Stas- 
sen left early yesterday after a 
final, private dinner talk with 
the general, 


Warren Arrives. 

Gov. Earl E. Warren of Cali- 
fornia, like Stassen an unsuccess- 
ful contender for the presidential 
nomination, arrived in Denver. 

He is scheduled to discuss cam- 
paign strategy with Eisenhower 
and his chief advisers. Warren 
also will work out with Eisen- 
hower the agenda for the gen- 
eral’s meeting next Wednesday 
in Boise, Idaho, with the 10 Re- 
publican governors of western 
states. 

Warren has been designated 
chairman of that conference by 
the other governors, including 
Idaho’s Gov. Len Jordan. They 
will discuss with Eisenhower the 
problems peculiar to the water 
resources of the West — power, 
flood control, reclamation and ir- 
rigation—according to James C. 
Hagerty, Eisenhower’s press sec- 
retary. 

Eisenhower also will make his 
first frankly political speech since 
his nomination, facing west across 
a huge lawn from-~the steps of 
the Idaho capitol. 

His party will*go directly from 
Boise to Kansas City for a Thurs- 
day meeting with party leaders 
and candidates of seven western 
states. Then Eisenhower will re- 
turn to Denver for a final round 
of appointments and probably 
some fishing before he flies to 
New York to make what he calls 
a non-political address Aug. 25 
at the American Legion’ Conven- 
tion. 

Calls Stevenson ‘Me-Too’ Man, 

Nixon, at his press conference 
yesterday, called on Stevenson to 
“quit the double talk and the 
fancy language and tell us where 
he stands on the issues.” The 
Californian .called Stevenson “a 
‘me-too’ candidate in reverse be- 
cause of his silence on the is- 
sues.”

SPRINGFIELD, Il., Aug. 16— 
Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson’s first 
major campaign trip will be an 
8-to-10-day train and plane swing 
in the West, to include California 
and the northwest as well as 
cities east of the Rockies, Wilson 
W. Wyatt, Stevenson’s personal 
campaign manager, announced 
today. 

The plans were made public as 
the Governor’s nine-member cam- 
paign committee went into week- 
end sessions to discuss general 
campaign itineraries, fund-raising, 
use of radio and television and 
other points. 

Wyatt said the Western swing 
likely will be of a “whistle stop” 
nature in part, and will include 
major speeches in San Francisco 
and Los Angeles. A second West- 
ern trip also is being considered 
for mid-October. 

Details of exact dates and ap- 
pearances are expected to be 
worked out by the committee to- 
day and tomorrow.

Wyatt said a big, new itinerary 
problem facing. the committee 
was use of television and the 
need of tying in campaign stops 
with “television origination 
places.” 

“This is the first time in the 
history of presidential campaigns 
that television has been an im- 
portant factor,” he declared.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16 (AP) 
—Six years of effort by the west- 
ern powers to get Russia to agree 
to an Austrian peace treaty ap- 
peared today to have reached a 
dead end. 

An appeal by Austria to the 
United Nations, probably with 
American support, may be the 
next ‘move, Russia, however, 
wants another review of the en- 
tire Austrian treaty question. 

The State Department an- 
nounced yesterday that Moscow 
had rejected an abbreviated 
treaty which the western powers 
proposed March 13 in the hope 
of ending the occupation of Aus- 
tria and giving that country full 
independence. 

Efforts to reach agreement on 
a full-length treaty of 59 articles, 
as compared with eight in the 
short form, already had broken 


down, 
Possible Reasons. 

State Department officials said 
they believe the chief reasons 
Moscow is blocking Austrian in- 
dependence are: 

1, Looting—Russia, they say,

NBC OFFERS TIME

NEW YORK, Aug. 16 (AP)— 
The National Broadcasting Co. 
has offered radio and television 
network time for a debate on 
campaign issues between Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower and Gov.

38 AT CHILDREN’S 
CAMP ILL; TYPHOID 
IN SOME CASES 


NEW YORK, Aug. 16 (AP)}— 
Thirty-eight children and per- 
sonnel of a Far Rockaway day 
camp have been stricken ill, with 
15 cases definitely identified as 
typhoid fever, it was reported 
today. 

Thirty-two of the group are 
children. Laboratory tests are be- 
ing rushed to determine if all 
those stricken are suffering from 
typhoid. 

Health authorities announced 
yesterday that the disease at 
Camp Hi-Li, attended by more 
than 300 youngsters, was spread 
by a 45-year-old woman cook, 
who was not further identified. 

The cook, who reportedly last 
received a physical examination 
in 1950, was dismissed by the 
camp operators, the Hebrew In- 
stitute of Long Island, The camp 
was closed Thursday.

He Assails Inflation and 


Accuses Goveffitiient of 


Incompetence — Will 
Be 82 Tuesday. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 16 
(UP) —- Bernard Baruch, elder 
statesman and adviser to Presi- 
dents, has charged the Federal 


Government with wasting 80 bil- 
lion dollars in the last six years 
by inflation and incompetence.” 

Baruch began a trip today to 
Sonoma valley, where he will be 
honored in northern California's 
redwood empire on his eighty- 
second birthday. He arrived here 
yesterday. 

He would not discuss any of 
the problems facing the nation 
except for his comment on waste. 

On the subject of politics, he 
said, “When the time comes for 
me to say something about poli- 
tics, I'll speak my mind without 
hesitation.” 

He told reporters there are 
many problems facing mankind 
that need solutions. He said, “As 
I flew across the country, I was 
impressed with the way man con- 
quered the air and made huge 
technological and scientifie ad- 
vanees, but there is one thing man 
had not learned.” 

“And that,” he said, “is to lift 
the economic burdens off the 
backs of his fellow man and ad- 
just himself to economic laws. He 
has not learned to solve the eco- 
nomic problems of the day such 
as old age and education for all.” 

Baruch will stay at the Sonoma 
valley ranch of E. D. Coblentz, 
former editor of the San Fran- 
cisco Call Bulletin. 

On his birthday, next Tuesday, 
he will be honored with a “birth- 
day bench” beneath the world’s 
tallest tree, towering upward 365 
feet, in a redwood grove near 
Dyerville, Calif. 

Dedicated to Baruch by the 
Redwood Empire Association, the 
bench will bear a bronze plaque 
saying the statesman’s “stature is 
that of these redwoods.”

It 
was stated plainly by PHA that 
the allotment of projects under- 
taken would be strictly on a first- 
come-first-served basis. 

Top officials of the St? Louis 
Authority told the Post-Dispatch 
they intended to make every ef- 
fort to see that the 600-unit un- 
dertaking was obtained and car- 
ried out here. They said they had 
no intention of letting the ques- 
tion of rival sites interfere with 
eventual action on one or the 
other location. 

Both sites have been planned 
by the St. Louis Authority for 
white tenants in the lower income 
range.

$200,000 IS OFFERED 
BY HAROLD KOPLAR-

A cash offer of $200,000 was 
made yesterday by Harold Kop- 
lar, St. Louis Hotel executive, for 
the bankrupt Tahoe Biltmore 
gambling casino on Lake Tahoe, 
in western Nevada.

Appeals Court Judge 
Edward Weinfeld had said in his 
opinion last Jan. 10 that Williams 
had used “wrongful domination 
and control of subsérvient board 
of directors” in order to serve 
his won interests instead of those 
of the corporation.

The United Nations has taken leadership in 
urging worldwide land reforms, under American 
promptings. But when, despite much talk and 
many promises, action does not start before 
blood has been spilled, and is started then by 
an army coup in one country and ah extremist 
like Mossadegh in another, there evidently is 
not an active enough demand in the councils of 
peace for the corrective to be applied while it 
can be applied peaceably. There is still doubt, 
moreover, that the reforms are going to go any- 
where near far enough, particularly in Iran. 


Land-hunger is a major cause of the revolu- 
tionary fever that grips much of the world to- 
day. The Soviet Union will continue to exploit 
it with the false allures of Communism as long 
as it is allowed to run its course. It can be 
turned into an advantage of the western world 
instead if it is responded to with a genuinely 
missionary zeal and in the spirit of a truly demo- 
cratic capitalism. 


Poor Showing By Teachers-to-Be 

Perhaps the most dismaying showing in last 
year’s selective service qualification tests was 
that of the education majors. Certainly it was 
the most dismal. On the average they made the 
lowest scores of all the 300,000 college students 
who took the tests in the hope of obtaining de- 
ferments from military service. 

This is one of a number ‘of findings published 
recently by Educational Testing Service of 
Princeton, N.J. Its figures also show that stu- 
dents of engineering and the physical sciences, 
including mathematics, led all otfiers by far. 
And this may be a clue to one of a number of 
circumstances tending somewhat to mitigate the 
flop made by the teachers-to-be as a group. 

For one thing, the test was weighted on the 
side of mathematics-related problems, an obvious 
advantage to the scientists and engineers. For 
another, since the findings make no distinction 
between the straight education major and the 
physical education major, the assumption is that 
the prospective gym teachers pulled down the 
overall average. 

Other theories also have been advanced. But 
theory aside, the fact is that the education ma- 
jors made the poorest showing—not just a poor 
one—and it raises questions. Are the brighter 
students taking to other fields, perhaps because 
of the greater financial rewards? Are the teach- 
ers’ colleges spending too much time on methods 
and too little on content? Or what? 

‘The answers are of interest not only to the 
educators, but to the public at large as well. For 
the current crop of education majors soon will 
be entrusted with the nation’s children, and that 
brings the problem right to the front door.

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Up to the People 

An exciting new vista is opening in the metro- 
politan area’s mass transportation tangle. Under 
the leadership of AFL Warehouse & Distribution 
Workers’ Local 688, the people of St. Louis and 
St. Louis county have made a substantial ad- 
vance toward creation of a Board of Freeholders 
that would plan a publicly-owned metropolitan 
transportation district. 

Impatient with the lack of progress on the 


_problem, the union began last May to take ad- 


vantage of one of the most potent powers granted 
by the Missouri Constitution to the people of 
city and county. It is the power to establish a 
metropolitan district or districts for the fune- 
tional administration of services common to the 
area, be such services transportation, sewers, 
water or any other. 


This approach has two advantages: It can be 
initiated by the people themselves, and it gives 
them the opportunity, after the freeholders’ 
work has been completed, to approve or reject 
the final plan at separate elections in city and 
county. To set the legal machinery in motion 
requires a total of 10,245 signatures of regis- 
tered voters in St. Louis and 4053 in the county. 

To date, the union has obtained more than 
half the signatures needed in the city and more 
than a third the total réquired west of Skinker. 
Since there can be no action until the petition 
lists are complete, the need now is for signa- 
tures and more signatures. Civic and other 
groups interested in seeing the traffic problem 
explored by a Board of Freeholders might well 
lend a hand in the effort. 


The principal question to which the free- 
holders would address themselves is the metro- 
politan transit system. Whether public ownership 
is the proper solution has not been established; 
but it is apparent that the solution must en- 
compass the metropolitan area, and this the free- 
holders would be required to tackle. 


All this, of course, lies in the future. Cur- 


rently the task is to awaken the people to the 
opportunity at hand and its tremendous poten- 
tial for metropolitan progress. 
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Public Housing in the County 

One of the best methods of generating heat 
these days is to talk low-rent public housing to 
a group of private home builders. The private 
operators, as a rule, want no part of it. And 
neither do they want anyone else to have any. 

It was no surprise, therefore, that certain 
home builders expressed sharp disagreement 
with a St. Louis County Planning Commission 
recommendation that temporary veterans’ hous- 
ing facilities at Jefferson Barracks be replaced 
by a permanent low-rent public project. 

Earl Bumiller and Clinton R. Schattgen of 
the Home Builders Association of Greater St. 
Louis produced the same old tired arguments 
against public housing. Mr. Bumiller said hous- 
ing needs could be met by private enterprise, 
and Mr. Schattgen declared there were many 
houses for sale in the county. 

Public housing, as Mr. Bumiller ought to know, 
exists to meet a need that private enterprise, 
cannot fill, That need is for decent housing 
for low-paid workers who cannot afford the high- 
er-rent shelter that private enterprise must pro- 
duce in this day of high labor-and-material costs. 
Certainly there are a great many houses for sale 
in the county, but how many low-paid workers 
can afford them? Mr. Schattgen should know 
the answer: 

The Planning Commission's recommendation 
has been taken under advisement by the County 
Council, which also is attempting to determine 
whether a public housing authority is needed in 
the county. The 5000 people living in the Jef- 
ferson Barracks project represent a most sub- 
stantial argument for just such an authority, and 
the Planning Commission’s recommendation 
makes it even more persuasive. 
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History While It’s Hot 

Mark Sullivan, the New York Herald Tribune's 
syndicated columnist who died Wednesday at the 
age of 78, was a scholarly journalist and a newsy 
scholar. As H. L. Mencken erected a monument 
for himself in “The American Language,” so 
did Mr. Sullivan in his six volumes of history en- 
titled “Our Times.” In these remarkable books 
he set the style for a whole school of history 
writing. 

Mr. Sullivan wrote of history as it was when 
it was hot. He looked at it as from the midst of 
things. He recorded the trivial without trying to 
make it important because he had the wit to see 
that the trivial was important. The dress, the 
manners, the jokes, the cartoons and verse and 
other contemporania of the times—any time— 
were what made history alive while it was hap- 
pening and lively after it had passed. 

So Mark Sullivan recorded of the turn of the 
century Richard Croker’s remark that “My idea 


‘of anti-imperialism is opposition to the fashion 


of shooting everybody who doesn’t speak Eng- 
lish.” He took note of advertisements of turkey 
dinner for 20 cents, men’s Stein-Bloch suits re- 
duced from $17 to $10, and a help wanted ad in 
the Post-Dispatch for a night @atchman at $15 
a week which attracted 725 answers in 24 hours. 

He set down Mr. Dooley’s comment on Sena- 
tor Beveridge’s oratory that “You could waltz 
to it.” He recorded for subsequent generations 
that Hans Wagner of Pittsburgh was top batter 
in the National League with a .355 average, and 
that second prize in a nationwide joke contest 
was awarded to, “I never expected to see the 
day when girls would get sunburned on the 
places they do now.” Popular songs were “Tell 
Them That You Saw Me,” “After the Ball,” and 
“I Don’t Want to Play in Your yard.” 

Reading history as Mr. Sullivan put it down 
was like rummaging in an attic—a particularly 
wonderful attic, in which everything of absorb- 
ing interest had thoughtfully been left. This is 
history warm and personal, and whether stand- 
ing alone, as in “Our Times,” or becoming 4 
running accompaniment to more weighty mat- 
ters, as in Robert E. Sherwood’s “Roosevelt and 


Hopkins,” it is the leaven without which history 


is flat.to the taste. < 
Both as newspapermen and as historian, Mark 


- Sullivan left a distinctive contribution to the 


historians and newspapermen who follow him.

In Adolfo Ruiz Cortines, Mexico has elected new President 
pledged to carry'on vast industrialization program; takes office 
Dec. 1; Government is stressing vast irrigation projects, welcom- 
ing new industry; hope is to raise living standards for all.

Mexico is preparing to inaugurate a 


new national government December 1. The 
July election is past, and the country 
has settled down to await the Administra- 
tion of the next President, Don Adolfo 
Ruiz Cortines. 

What did the elections mean to my 
countrymen? First, they showed another 
peaceful transition of governmental power, 
following the democratic process. Second, 
the results will be the continuation of the 
program of President Miguel Aleman by 
his successor, 


This program is simply (1) to increase 
industrial and farm production and (2) to 
raise health and edu- 
cational standards. 

The lack of dis- 
turbances on  elec- 
tion day last month 
was gratifying to all 
Mexicans. There 
were disturbances in 
Mexico City on the 
day following the 
election; when fol- 
lowers of the op- 
position candidate, 
Gen. Miguel Enri- 
quez Guzman, cele- 
brated in an effort 
to make it appear 
that he had won. 
Otherwise the whole 
peaceful. 

Senor Ruiz Cortines, the candidate of 
the Party of Revolutionary Institutions 
(PRI), won 74 per cent of the votes. 
Gen. Enriquez Guzman won 15 per cent, 
and the remainder was split among two 
others, 


People Call Him “Don Adolfo” 


The races for Senators and Congress- 
men were often very tight. In the Federal 
District (Mexico City), PRI captured the 
two senatorial seats and all of the con- 
gressional posts. It is interesting to note, 
however, that the three opposition parties 
together polled more votes than PRI. 
Hence if the opposition had been able to 
unite on a congressional slate, they would 
have obtained a majority of the seats. 


PRI has been the dominant party in 
Mexico for many years because of its 
broad base in the population. It has the 
support of the powerful Mexican Work- 
ers Confederation led by Senator Fidel 
Velasquez and business and farm groups. 


The next President, known to his people 
as “Don Adolfo,” told them on hearing of 
his victory: “This means that the people 
desire to continue the progressive regime 
that has given Mexico peace, work and 
justice .. . I feel deeply touched by the 
loyal attitude of the. people.” 

In a previous article I attempted to 
describe Don Adolfo. He is a_ quiet, 
friendly man, who has rejected wealth

and lives simply. He is a government 
career man and«like President Aleman, a 
civilian. He served as Governor of Vera- 
cruz state and as Minister of Interior 
under Aleman. 

Definitely a friend of the United States, 
the next President will continue Mexico's 
traditionally friendly foreign policy. But 
his principal task is to expand the pro- 
gram of President Aleman and the PRI. 

Mexico’s traditional industries have been 
mining, and those which process wheat, 
cotton, sugar, tobacco, leather, sisal and 
other agricultural goods. Now there are 
new steel, cement, paper, glass and auto- 
mobile and other plants. Last year Mexi- 
cans assembled more than 42,000 cars. 


Low-Price, Long-Term Farms 


Highways are being built rapidly. Al- 
ready the nation has more than 18,000 
miles of paved highways. 

All of this is meant to bring a higher 
living standard to the Mexican people. 
But agriculture remains an important 
necessity for this purpose. And since 
about half of the country’s tillable land 
does not get enough rainfall for the best 
crops, the Government is stressing dams 
and irrigation. 

For instance, in Sonora in the north- 
west, the new Alvaro-Obregon dam will 
help bring water to 650,000 arid acres. 
In southern Mexico, the Papaloapan river 
project is reclaiming vast acreage from 
the jungle. Here the Government “is 
giving poor farmers the right to buy 30- 
acre tracts at low prices and long terms. 

Senor Ruiz Cortines will continue the 
educational program, which is reaching 
a triumph in the _ construction of 
$20,000,000 skyscraper campus for 30,000 
students of the National University of 
Mexico City. 


Firm Believer in Civil Rights 


With his ability to dream great dreams, 
the next President has a down-to-earth 
capacity for recognizing realities. Thus 
he recognizes that private enterprise is 
basic to the needed achievements, and 
welcomes foreign investments within the 
framework of the national Constitution. 
He is a firm believer in freedom of speech 
and other civil rights which set the rules 
for progress. 

Whatever the cultural advances, how- 
ever, Don Adolfo has said that “never- 
theless, these would be insufficient in 
themselves, alone, if we neglect the 
economic well-being of our people... We 
will raise the standard of living of the 
Mexican people.” 

Thus we Mexicans believe that Don 
Adolfo Ruiz Cortines is a practical states- 
man who understands that a book, how- 
ever admirable, will have little appeal to 
a man with an empty stomach, and with- 
out good shelter or clothing.

‘when an old prospector accidentally dropped a 
half-bottle of brandy into the skillet as he turned 
his morning flapjacks. 

- His only comment, which fortunately has been 
‘saved for posterity, was: “‘Damndest fire you ever 
saw; damndest flapjacks I ever et.” 
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| "THIS METROPOLIS of 55,000 has. as. much 
champagne, servant trouble, traffic headaches, 
gout, divorce, mortgage money, women’s clubs, 
high-stake bridge, poker and canasta; culture, golf 
and general low living and high thinking per 
capita as New York, Boston, San Francisco and 
New Orleans combined.

ANY mothers must work outside their homes and when 

there are young children who cling to them, show panic 

at the thought of their being left behind as mother leaves, 
things can be very rugged for the mother.

They do not understand the necessity 
for their mother’s leaving them for the day nor can they be 
reasoned with.

SOME WAY must be found to accustom the child to this 
situation. As no punishment will serve, no reward, however 
coveted, will serve, we must find other ways. These little ones 
are usually about 3 or 4 years old. Just old enough to insist 
upon their wishes, just young enough to be unable to under- 
stand. and accept the inevitable cheerfully. We must, while 
training them to feel secure in the affection and protection of 
their absent parents, go along with them as far as possible. 
Staying with them is impossible, so we do the next best thing, 
give them an acceptable substitute. 

They want their mothers and they object to the substitu- 
tion of another person, so we give them a bit of their mother’s 
personal possessions, something that speaks of her presence 
to them. They may object, they are likely to, but when their 
mother leaves they will take great comfort from this keepsake 
and keep it by them.

Weekly Letter 


On Public Health 
By J. Earl Smith, M.D. 


St. Louls Health Commissioner 

OLLOWING last week’s news 
F letter. advising parents to have 

their children adequately im- 
munized against such diseases as 
diphtheria, whooping cough, and 
smallpox the Health Division re- 
ceived many inquiries from phy- 
sicians and parents regarding the 
possible relationship of various 
types of inoculations and polio. 
In answer to these queries the 
Health Division makes the fol- 
lowing statement: 

There is no definite evidence 
that an increase in the number 
of cas@s of polio has occurred 
as a result of vaccines. There 
is evidence that injections for the 
prevention of diphtheria, whoop- 
ing cough, and possibly tetanus, 
when given during an epidemic of 
poliomyelitis, may on rare occa- 
sions localize the paralysis in the 
inoculated arm or leg. It is, 
therefore, recommended that in 
the face of an abnormal preva- 
lence of polio in the community 
immunizing injections be post- 
poned until after the subsidence 
of the outbreak. 

However, at the present time 
there is no epidemic and no dan- 
ger of an epidemic in St. Louis. 
There have been 27 resident 
cases reported since the begin- 
ning of the year. There would 
have to be at least twice that 
number reported in the next two 
and one-half months that remain 
of the “polio season” before we 
would approach even a normal 
annual incidence of 10 cases per 
100,000 population. Diphtheria, 
tetanus and whooping cough are 
serious diseases which can be 
prevented by immunization. Un- 
checked, these diseases present a 
far greater hazard than polio. 
The benefits derived from these 
immunizations far outweigh the 
questionably small increased 
chance of contracting polio. In 
view of these facts the St. Louis 
Health Division believes that the 
immunization program should be 
continued this summer, and un- 
der no circumstances should in- 
jections that are therapeutically 
indicated be withheld. ‘ 

Furthermore, it should be noted 
that polio jis at all times rare 
in babies under six months of 
age, and the danger from other 
infectious diseases, particularly 
whooping cough, is so great that 
it is advisable to continue im- 
munization procedures for this 
group even in the preserice of an 
epidemic. 

However, the final decision as 
to when an immunizing or thera- 
peutic injection shall be given to 
an individual patient must rest 
with the private physician.

TRACTIVE TO THE EYE’AS 


HERE is an old saying based | 


like many others on a certain 
amount of truth: “To know it 
is to love it.” This applies pretty 
well to fish. Those of us who have 


been brought up in regions where | 


there were fishermen in the fami- 
ly, or where fresh fish was ob- 
tained easily and used often, 
naturally acquired a taste for it. 

Others, usually from sections 
of the country where little local 
fish was to be found, may have 
been exposed to it when it was 
not in its prime and acquired a 
distaste for it. Even today, with 
frozen fillets of fine quality avail- 
able at markets almost every- 
where, fish must be “dressed up” 
to tempt the prejudiced. The rest 
of us will be quite content with 
broiled or sauteed fish dressed 
with a simple butter sauce flav- 
ored with lemon jgice or with a 
few sauteed almo A tartar or 
a Hollandaise sauce may, however, 
be more appealing.

Resilient Floor Maintenance 
E have found, along with a 
lot of other people through 
bitter experience, that the 

hard way is often the easy way 
and what looks to be the easy 
way usually turns out to be the 
hard way. 

Take, for example, this busi- 
ness of maintaining a linoleum, 
cork, asphalt tile and other resil- 
ient floor covering. The people 
who make these materials and 
the people who. sell and install 
them usually tell you that the 
best way to keep the flooring 
looking nice is to wax it when it 
is installed. When the wax be- 
comes soiled it is removed and a 
fresh coating is applied. 

People usually try this a few 
times and then decide it’s too 
much work. They decide it's far 
simpler to give the flooring a 
coat of varnish or some “mir- 
acle” liquid that will keep it 
always looking clean and glossy 
without any work on their part.
